THE YEAR IN REVIEW 


Cool wet growing and harvest conditions throughout the province resulted in the largest claim year since the 
inception of the Crop Insurance Program. Some corn and soybean crops failed to reach maturity in the fall and 
were left to harvest during the spring of 1993. Twenty-three of the 51 crops insured by the Commission showed 
@ positive underwriting balance in the 1992 crop year. The corn crop was the most severely affected. Over one- 
half of the indemnities were paid on this crop. Large indemnities were also paid on the soybean, white bean, 
tobacco, apple, winter wheat, grape, seed onion, tomato and forage crops. 


The Crop Insurance Commission paid $165.6 million in indemnities compared to total premium income of $68.5 
million on crops insured during the 1992 growing season. Despite the large losses on the 1992 crop, the Crop 
Insurance Fund is in a surplus position. 


FEDERAL - PROVINCIAL FINANCING 


Under the Canada-Ontario Crop Insurance Agreement, the Governments of Canada and Ontario will provide the 
following financial support to the Crop Insurance Program in 1992-1993: 


1. Fifty percent of the total premium required in the Canada-Ontario Crop Insurance Program are to be shared 
equally by the Governments of Canada and Ontario. ' 


2. Administrative costs incurred by the Crop Insurance Commission are to be shared equally by the 
Governments of Canada and Ontario.

Notes to Financial Statements 
March 31, 1993 


Basis of accounting 


The Commission’s financial statements have been prepared by management using the accrual basis of 
accounting except for administrative expenses which are recorded on the cash basis, modified to allow an 
additional thirty days to pay for goods and services pertaining to the fiscal year just ended. 


Provisions for payment of unsettled indemnities 





At the end of a fiscal year, the Commission estimates outstanding indemnities. In the subsequent year, any 
difference between the estimated and the actual indemnities is reflected in the statement of surplus and not 
in the statement of revenue and expenditure as the Commission feels the difference should not be reflected 
in the current year’s operating results. 


Premiums collected in advance 


Premiums collected in advance represent premium deposits received for the insurance of various crops 
where the deadline for applying for insurance coverage occurs after the fiscal year end. This insurance 
may be cancelled by the insured prior to the deadline date and premiums refunded. Commencing with the 
1993 crop year, producers were no longer required to pay premium deposits as an automatic renewal 
process was implemented. 





Unearned premiums 


Unearned premiums represent premiums received primarily for winter wheat and fruit crops. The 
harvesting of these crops and the payment of indemnities occurs subsequent to March 31, 1993. However, 
the deadline date for applying for insurance coverage occurs prior to year end and accordingly, the 
insurance cannot be cancelled and no premiums will be refunded. 


CANADA-ONTARIO COST SHARING AGREEMENT 


The Canada-Ontario Crop Insurance Agreement was approved in October 1991. The provisions of the 
agreement apply retroactively from April 1, 1990 to March 31, 1995. Under the agreement the Province and 
Federal governments each share equally in the cost of premium subsidies and administrative expenses.

THE YEAR IN REVIEW 


‘Growing conditions were generally favourable during the 1993 growing season. Thirty-nine of the 51 crops 
insured by the Commission showed a positive underwriting balance in the 1993 crop year. The Crop Insurance 
Commission paid $58.9 million in indemnities compared to total premium income of $86.6 million on crops 
insured during the 1993 growing season. 


A large portion of the total indemnities paid on the 1993 crop were caused by drought in the area extending 
from the Niagara Peninsula to the London Region, and by excessive rainfall in the eastern counties of Eastern — 


Ontario. 


Significant indemnities were paid on the winter wheat, grape, grape vine, apple, and peach crops.

NATURE OF OPERATION 


The Crop Insurance Program was established in 1966 with the passage of the Crop Insurance Act 
(Ontario). The program provides growers with protection on all major crops grown in Ontario 
against yield reduction caused by natural perils. | 


SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


(a) Basis of Accounting 


The Commission’s financial statements have been prepared by management using the accrual 
basis of accounting except for administrative expenses which are recorded on the cash basis, 
modified to allow an additional thirty days to pay for goods and services pertaining to the fiscal 
year just ended. 


(b) Outstanding Indemnities 


At the end of each fiscal year, the Commission estimates and records outstanding indemnities. 
In the past, any differences between estimated and actual indemnities for prior crop years were 
reflected in the following year’s Statement of Surplus, since the Commission felt that it would 
not be appropriate to reflect the difference in the following year’s operating results. 


Commencing in the current year, any under- or over-provision for prior year indemnities is 
reflected in the Statement of Revenue and Expenditure. Operating results for the current year 
are inclusive of $138,000 representing a net under-provision for indemnities as at March 31, 
1993. (Amount is comprised of $132,000 subsidized premiums from prior crop years and 
$270,000 prior crop year’s indemnities). For comparative purposes operating results for the year 
ended March 31, 1993 have been restated to reflect the net over-provision of $11,000 from the 
1992 fiscal year. (Amount is comprised of $138,000 subsidized premiums from prior crop years 
and $127,000 prior crop year’s indemnities). Opening and closing surplus balances are 
unaffected by this change. 


(c) Unearned Premiums 


Unearned premiums represent premiums received primarily for winter wheat and fruit crops. 
The harvesting of these crops and the payment of indemnities occurs subsequent to March 31, 
1994. 


RESTATEMENT OF PRIOR YEAR'S FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


Financial statements for the year ended March 31, 1993 have been restated to reflect a revised _ 
allocation of direct and indirect administrative expenses between the Crop Insurance Commission 
and the Market Revenue Program, which in management's opinion is reasonable. 


As a result, administrative expenses and administrative expenses reimbursed for the year ended 
March 31, 1993 are approximately $1.7 million higher than previously reported.

A section of the 
Bill purposes the establishment of AgriCorp, a Crown agency with the principle object to administer 
safety net plans including crop insurance which is presently administered by the Crop Insurance 
Commission. If this Bill is enacted, AgriCorp will replace The Crop Insurance Commission of 
Ontario and the Crop Insurance Act will be repealed and replaced by the AgriCorp Act, 1996 and the 
Crop Insurance Act, 1996.

A cool wet spring had the potential to cause a large claim 
payments on most crops. However, favourable growing conditions in 
the summer months and a later than normal killing fall frost 
averted a much larger claim year. Twenty-eight of the 48 crops 
insured by the Commission showed a positive underwriting balance 
in the 1996 crop year. Fusarium head blight resulted in the 
largest annual claim total on the winter wheat crop - $30.8 
million. Large claim payments were also paid on the spring grain, 
white bean, and coloured bean crops. 


The Crop Insurance Commission paid $77.95 million in indemnities 
compared to total premium income of $64.09 million on crops 
insured during the 1996 growing season. Despite claim payments 
exceeding premium revenue, the Crop Insurance Fund remains in a 
healthy surplus position.

4. NATURE OF OPERATIONS 


The Crop Insurance Commission of Ontario was established in 1966 with the passage of the Crop /nsurance 
Act (Ontario). The Commission provided growers with protection on all major crops grown in Ontario, 
against yield reduction caused by natural perils. 


2. SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 
(a) Basis of Accounting 


The Commission’s financial statements have been prepared by management using the accrual basis of 
accounting except for administration expenses which are recorded on the cash basis, modified to allow an 
additional 90 days to pay for expenditures pertaining to the period ended December 31, 1996. 


In addition, as is currently generally accepted for not-for-profit public sector entities, fixed assets are 
charged to expenditures in the period of acquisition. 


(b) Unearned Premiums 


Unearned premiums represent premiums received primarily for winter wheat and fruit crops. The 
harvesting of these crops and the payment of indemnities occurs subsequent to December 31, 1996. 


(c) Indemnities 


Operating results for the current period include the reversal of a $817,500 over-provision for outstandiiiae 
indemnities as at March 31, 1996 and $19,000 in subsidized premiums from prior crop years (1996 - 


| 


$145,000 under-provision for indemnities as at March 31, 1995 and $5,000 subsidized premiums from | 
prior crop years). 


3. CANADA-ONTARIO COST SHARING AGREEMENT | 






The current Canada-Ontario Crop Insurance Agreement was approved in October 1991. The provisions of the 
agreement apply retroactively from April 1, 1990. An amending agreement was approved, extending the | 
agreement to March 31, 1997. Under the agreement the Province and the Federal government each share 
equally in the cost of premium subsidies and administrative expenses. 


4. REMUNERATION OF APPOINTEES 


Total remuneration of the members of the Commission and Arbitration Board was $42,500 during the period 
ended December 31, 1996 (March 31, 1996 - $83,000). |
